obedience of orders and breach of Military discipline, 
and conduct unbecoming to an Officer and Gentleman, 
in the following instance : : 
_ “Thathe, Lisatenant William Augustus Butler, heing 
in charge of the 5th Company 22d Regiment of Native | 
Infantry, did on or some time previous to the 4th day of 








-Havitdar of tho Company, to. disburse the sum of. Rupess - 
two huudred and ‘ninety, either ta payments on his, | 
Lieutenant William Adedstus Butler's, private account, 

or iy advances te Hinayt; sych money, or parts thereof, 
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being due to men on leave, or to men transferred to the 
Invalid Establishment, or to the heirs of deceased men 
of the Company, for which sum of Rupecs two hundred 
and ninety, he, Licutenant William Augustus Butler, 
‘gave a note of hand to the Pay Havilda Ramieen 
Sing, dated the 4th day of June 1829, hich has not yet 
been pnid, although the said Ramdeen Sing, Pay Havil- 
dar, has been compelled to make good the amount 
thereof.” 


Upon which charge the Court came to the following 
decision : 

Finding.—“ The Court having maturely weighed and 
Goliberated on the charges against the Prisoner, 18 of 
opinion, that he is Guilty of the matter alleged against 
him, with exception of the woids “ ungentiemanly con- 
duct,” and of ‘such money.” and of the tollowing 
“ which bas not yet been paid, although tho said RKam- 
deen Sing, Pay Havildar, has heen compelled to make 
good the amount thereot,” of which it docs fully acquit 
him. 


Sentence —“ The Cont having found the Prisoner 
Guilty, with exception of the words sct forth in its 
Finding above, Sentences him to be reprimanded” 

On receiptof the above decision, the Commander in 
Chief directed the following Letter to be addressed to 
the Deputy Judge Advocate General conducting the 
Proceedings : 


To CAPTAIN JONES, 
Deputy Judge Advocate General, Cawnpore. 


Sir,--The Commander in Chief having directed the 
Cowt Martial on Licutonant Butler, of the 22d Native 
Infantry, to revise their Sentence, you will be pleased 
to communicate His Excetlency’s commands to the 
Presid ent of the Court. 


9. The Court are desired to re-consider the evidence 
rogarding the moacy advanerd hy the Havildar, who, it 
is proved, bas been under monthiy instalments to the 
Subadar for the amount, aud that the whole is net yet 
liquidated at the date of the trial, while no part of the 
money has been repaid by Licutenant Butler to the 
Native Officer thus suffering a large diminution of his 
income for more than two years, Although Licutenant 
Butlor is not specifically charged with boriowing money 
from the Havildar, the Court are desired to re-consider 
whethor in the establishment of that fact, they meno to 
absolve Lieutenant Butler from: the maputation vf un- 
gentlemanly couduet us not repaying it. 


3, The Commander in Chict cannot suppose that the 
Court will pustify by thei verdict the position assumed, 
that when the complaimt was preferred by the Havildai 
against Lieutenant Butler, and that Offieer must have 
antiripatod its consequcnees, the offer of payment of the 
money could alter the nature of the transaction, and 
yepel the ungentiomainly conduct imputed in the 
charge, yet such agythe effect of the Couit’s finding. 
Yhe Havildar preferred a complaint against Licutenant 
Butler to his immediate superior Officer Lieutenant 
Neabitt, that Officer reported it to Major Chalmers, the 
Commanding Officer; and in this stage of the business 
Lieutenant Butler, apprehensive, it is to be rationally 
concluded, of the result to himsclf, offers payment; the 
Havildar declines accepting the money, as the whole 
aflair, which obviougly had assumed a very different 
agpect, was in the bands of the Commanding Officer ; 
Licutenant Butler then lodges the money in the Ad- 
jutant’s Office. 


4. It is difficult to comprehend the grounds on which 
the Court, with these facts fully established, can acquit 
him of the concluding part of the charge, “ which (moncy) 
has not yet been paid, although the said Havildar has 
been compelled to make good the amount thereof.” 

5. The Commander in Chief desires the Court will 
re-consider their Finding on the above recited part of 
the charge, and their judgment on its character ; and 
His Excellency further desires that the Court will more 
clearly and explicitly declare the guilt which they have 
found and do attach to Lieutenant Butler. 


6. The Proceedings of the Court are herewith re- 
turned, and

The principal object of the Commander in Chief in 
refering back te the Court the Proceedings on the trial 
of Lieutenant Butler, was to ascertain distinctly what 
portion of ihe charge the Court inteuded to find him 
guilty of, and although they now * observe that their 
or nal Finding explicitly specifies that Officer guilty 
of disobedience of orders and breach of Military disci- 
pline, and condact unbecoming to an Officer,’ still the 
Commander ia Chiet is left very much in the dark, and 
it as only by inference that he can arrive at the inten- 
tion or reconcile the conclusion of the Court. 

It is important to observe, that the Court has desig- 
nated the aceusation against Lieutenant Butleras charges, 
whereas butone charge was referred against him, which 
contains the accusation of “ disobedience of orders, breach 
of Military discipline, and conduct unbecoming to an Ofti- 
cerand a Gentleman ;” and the whole of these itents of 
charge arise out of one transaction, or as the explanatory 
partof the charge states «in the following wzstance.” Now 
‘f the Court, as it appears to the Commander in Chief 
they hase done by their verdict, render the specifica 
tions in that instance innocuous and devoid of erimi- 
nality, the items of charge must {allow the same fate 
and fall to the ground. 

The prominent feature in the specifications of the 
charge, is the employment, OF rather the authorizing 
the cmployment of the Company's moncy for his, ( Lieu- 
Court in its decision 
has cyected the words “ such money,” and on this the 
nicety of the question hinges. If the Commander in 
Chief is to understand that the Court did not consider 
“ such money’ as Company’s money, that part of the 
charge remanis perfectly harmless, because there could 
be no offence whatever, either moral or Military, in tho 
Pay Havildar disbursing money On Licutenant Butler's 

rivate account ; bat it is to be obseived, that although 
the Court has ejected the words “ such money,” it has 
Icft in those of “or parts thereof ;” still itis not clearto 
the mind of the Commander in Chief, whetber the Court 
did not intend to decide that tho whole of the money 
disbursed was not Company's money ; if however the 
Court wore of opinion, that parts thereof did belong to 
the Company, it was their duty not only distinctly to 
have stated their opinion, without leaving the poigt to 
more inference, but to have stated which portion of the 
money disbursed, if any, did belang to the Company. 
It is but right and proper that Lieutenant Butler shquid 
have the benefit of this doubt. 

The Court has fully acquitted Lieutenant Butler of 
the remaining criminal part of the specification of the 
charge, by deciding that the moncy in question wea re- 

aid. 
. It appears that after the Pay Havildar had reported 
to his immediate Commanding Officer the non-payment 
of the money, and the transaction bed thus hesome pub- 
lic, Lieutenant Butler, apprehensive of the sonse-
